HOUSES ROBBED 
IN NEARBY AREA 

Biggest Haul Made 
At WWW Chevrolet 
By Cracking Safe 


Sheriffs of three counties assist¬ 
ed by State Police are investi¬ 
gating robberies of five business 
places in Morgan, Elliott and 
Wolfe counties early this week. 

Robberies were committed at 
! Sandy Hook, Wrigley, Ezel and 
j Stillwater. Biggest haul was $425 
! in cash from the safe of W.W.W. 
Chevrolet Sales Company at Ezel. 

Sheriff Aaron Lykins of Mor¬ 
gan county said Thursday two 
youths had been arrested as sus¬ 
pects in robbery of two stores at 
Wrigley and that he found $32 m 
silver and bills in their shoes. 

Crack Safe At Ezel 

Robbers sometime Monday night 
broke into the W.W.W. Chevrolet 
Sales Company office at E zel, 
cracked a safe and stole $425 in 
currency, two 38 caliber Smith 
& Wesson pistols and an electric 
fan. 

Eugene Wilson, part owner of 
the firm, said robbers entered the 
effipe by prizing open a window. 
Then they got tools from the 
workshop in the garage to prize 
open the company safe. Wilson 
said they had used truck tire 
tools and a drive shaft to open 
the safe. The safe measured 20x 
20x30 inches inside. The currency 
and pistols were taken from the 
safe. The fan was picked up from 
j the office. 

Sheriff Aaron Lykins and State 
Troopers Fraley and SI use in- 
J vestigated the case. The robbers 
had on gloves when they pulled 
the job, officers said. 

Wilson said the robbers had 
battered the safe “all to pieces,” 
and added, “They must have been 
in the office two or three hours.” 

Stillwater Store Robbed 

Monday morni’v; before 6 a.m. 
robbers broke into the store of 
B. R. Rose at Stillwater on Ky-15, 
I five miles south of Hazel Green, 
and took a number of electric 
! fans, several pairs of shoes, and a 
1 quantity of cigarettes. 

The robbery oerured while Mr. 
Rose was at home eating break¬ 
fast. The robbers broke open the 
front door to gain admittance. 
Two women walking by, noticed 
! two men in the store, one a tall 
man and the other of shorter 
stature. But, they said, they 
thought the two were customers. 
Neighbors nearb> reported seeing 
a red car speeding off a little 
later toward Hazel Green. 

After a robbery at the store 
about a year ago, Mr. and Mrs. 
Rose had slept in the store to 
guard it. “Just a week ago we 
started going back to the house
